4. Items 96-1, 96-2 and 96-4 as described in the Central 
Intelligence Agency's proposed legislative program ‘for the 
first session of the 96th Congress, have a potential impact 
on the National Security Agency. The NSA General Counsel will 
discuss these proposals with the CIA General Counsel and 
Legislative Counsel for purposes of seeking an accommodation 
between the interests of the two agencies.
